Value Overestimated 

In early days it was thought that pos- 
sibly the Tana river might become the 
main highway from the coast to the in- 
terior. History has, however, since shown 
that it was the Uganda railway that was 
to fulfil this purpose when constructed 
from Mombasa up to Nairobi, the chief 
town of the protectorate, and then on 
by way of the Rift valley to Port Flor- 
ence on the Victoria Nvanza. The Tana 
therefore was of but slight importance, 
and it was not until this particular prob- 
lem as to the feasibility of floating tim- 
ber down stream from the region about 
Mt. Kenva was considered in earnest, 
that it received much attention. 

Mr. Ross’ expedition, which took place 
previous to Sir Perey Girouard’s recent 
retirement from the governorship of the 
protectorate, was carried out in a thor- 
oughly businesslike fashion. Pushing 
out from Nairobi he picked his way 
among the rivulets that rush down the 
spurs of the hills at the foot of Mt. 
Kenya, and after joining with the waters 
of the Thika and Segana, ultimately be- 
come the river Tana.

resembled moorland, almost typical of 
Scotland. This is all the more remark- 
able when it is remembered that the spot 
in question is on the equator. 


Timber Worth Slight 


He told. too, how the trees in some of 
the best sections of the Kenva forests, 
the “ocotea usambariensis” or camphor 
trees, for example, run from four to ten 
feet in diameter and are to be found 
growing as many as 40 to the acre. It 
had often been held that forests of valu- 
able timber trees would also be discov- 
ered lower down the river, but one result 
of Mr. Ross’s journey was to disprove 
this idea, for though the country along 
the river bank is in places densely 
wooded it is more in the nature of scrub, 
underwood and jungle than timber of 
marketable value. As to the main prob- 
lem the expedition set out to solve, it 
seemed that the Tana was altogether 
unsuited for the purpose of flaating tim- 
ber to the coast on account of the vari- 
ous falls, rapids and defiles to be found 
in its course. : 

Following this line of march the lec- 
turer related how elephant. rhino, kudu, 
water-buck, hippopotari and even large 
tortoises were met with amongst animals 
of other kinds, and how at one spot in 
particular the undergrowth composed of 
a mass of creepers was so dense, that 
instead of continuing to hew their way, 
a laborious task ab the best. it was 
found that by climbing up on to the 
top of the mass, a height of from 12 to 
16 feet from the ground, the entire cara- 
van, porters and all, was able to resume 
the journey over this solid bed of veye- 
tation. From his observations Mr. Ross 
was of opinion that if only a proper 
system of irrigation could be successfully

As the party drew nearer to the coast 
the route became very swampy, and this 
was probably the most unpleasant part 
of the whole journey. The native porters 
of the caravan, who numbered over 300, 
were drawn chiefly from the “Akikuyu” 
Being brought from the interlor 
these men had never before had even a 
climpse of the ocean, and from Mr. 
Ross’ account it seemed that their sur- 
prise on reaching the beach was only 
equalled by their astonishment on dis- 
covering that the fresh water of the 
Tana became salt at the river mouth 
with the rise of the tide. The water they 
declared must have ‘gone bad.” 

After a halt the expedition set off 
on its homeward march by way of the 
shore to the port of Mombasa, a journey 
of a hundred miles or so, and once there 
it was simple to return to Nairobi by 
the Uganda railway. It was. plain 
throughout the leeture that MeGregor 
Ross and his party had gathered a great 
deal of valuable information about 
“Tanaland” and its interesting river that 
is sure to prove serviceable at a time 
when such rapid strides are being made 
in the development of the British East 
African _— torate.

Vessels to Communicate With Each Other Regardless of 
Nationality by Means of Morse System—Copies Be- 
ing Distributed Among Vessels m Port of Boston 


Communication between vessels at sea, 
regardless of their nationalities, will be 
possible after July 1 by means of the 
international Morse code and conven- 
tional signals adopted at the London 
meeting of the International Radiotele- 
sraphie convention last June. 

Languages will be thrown aside. Every 
possible question that might be asked 
has a sign in this code, which is thorough 
in every detail. Henry C. Gawler, radio 
inspector of the New England district, 
has received copies of this code from the 
department of commerce, radio service, 
at Washington, and is distributing them 
to the various vessels in port today. He 
stated that the code goes in effect July 
1, and as soon as every vessel has a copy 
the code will be used exclusively. All 
nations supported the movement and are 
distributing copies of the code on their 
vessels. 


Besides the regular English alphabet, 
there is the German and Spanish-Scan- 
dinavian ‘A,’ German-Spanish “CH,” 
French “E,” Spanish “N,” German “O,” 
and German “U,” as those accented let- 
ters tend to confuse operators unless a 
special signal for them is arranged. The 
figures and every punctuation mark has 
a signal. Many technical terms and 
clauses of the wireless world also have 
signals. Then there is what is called 
the “P.R.B.” system with 48 questions 
and answers. This code embraces every 
conceivable question and answer that 
might be desired, such as: What ship 
or coast station is that, Are the atmos- 
pherics strong, Shall I send faster, Are 
vou busy, Shall I stand by, I am bound 
for, Send slower, Send each word twice, I 
have difficulty in receiving you, Public

WASHINGTON—Senator Works of 
California introduced in the Senate Mon- 
day two bills calculated to change the 
time and method of electing senators, 
representatives and the President and 
Vice-President, so as better to conform 
to the needs of present day polities and 
legislation. One bill provides for one an- | 


nua] session of Congress extending from | 


the first Monday in October to the first | 
Monday in June, if business should re- 
quire. It provides also for the congres- 
sional elections to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the third Monday in <Au- 
gust, the terms of elected members to 
commence the following Octgber. 

The other bill provides for the election 
of the President and Vice-President at 
the same time as the congressmen, in 
August, to take office on Nov. 4 following. 
This will give opportunity for the elec- 
tors to meet on the first Monday in 
September and have the vote counted 
on the second Wednesday in October, 
leaving the system the same as at pres- 
ent, but changing the dates. 


The purpose of the first bill, as stated | 


by Senator Works, is to secure the elec- 
tion of federal officers separate and apart 
from state officers and uninfluenced by 
them, and to secure One continuous ses- 
sion of Congress covering the best work- 
ing months of the year and avoiding spe- 
cial sessions in the summer. The other 
bill aims to induct the President and 
Vice-President into office as soon as pos-

If it 
is the former, it is not serious, for extra 
material may be used to excellent advan- 
tage in remodelling if the goods which 
have been used have not faded, but it 
inav be disastrous to run short if the 
material cannot be matched. 

When in doubt it is always safer to; 
purchase too much than too little, for | 
if there is some left there are many 
Ways in Which it may be used, but it 
is of course much more satisfactory to 
be able to know closely the amount 
required,

Three methods of making, 7 arving in richness 


ERE are three ways of making | 
strawberry shortcake, from the | 
A World, differing slightly accord. | 


| the same in all. They are arranged in| 
Biscuit Shortcake—Two cupfuls flour, 
level teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
one half level teaspoonful salt, two level | 
tablespoonfuls butter, fhree quarters 
ecupful nfilk (about). 

Mix dry ingredients thoroughly, work | 
in butter with a knife or .tiphs of fingers; 
add gradually the milk, mixing with 
knife to a soft dough. It is impossible 
to determine the amount of liquid exact- 
ly, as some flours are drier than others. 
Turn the dough out on a floured board 
and knead lightly and quickly (about 
one half minute). Divide the dough into 
two equal parts; roll out one piece one 
half inch in thickness, and place in a 
greased layer cake tin and spread over 
with softened butter (about one level 
tablespoonful),.. Then roll out tle second 
piece, place it on top of the first, brush 
with milk and bake in a hot oven 20 to 


> 


30 minutes. 

When baked, separate the two layers, 
cover the bottom one thickly with 
crushed sweetened berries, place over 
this the second layer and cover the top 
with whole berries. Sift thickly with 
confectioner’s sugar and serve, while still 
warm, with cream slightly whipped. Or, 
if preferred, one may bake the dough 
in the form of biscuits and split them 
apart for individual shortcakes. 

While this makes a good cake, it is not 
at all rich, being simply an excellent 
baking powder biscuit recipe. By using 


three tablespoonfuls of butter instead of 


two, this recipe will make a slightly 


shorter cake. 
Before starting to work, see that the 


oven is hot and the pans are greased. 


| Bise uit dough must be handled quickly 


and lightly, and put into the oven im- 
mediately after mixing. If allowed to 
stand, or if baked in a slow oven, it will 
not be light. 

Richer Shortcake—-Two cupfuls flour, 
four level teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
one half teaspoonful sa't, two teaspoon- 
fuls sugar, four tablespoons butter, three, 
quarters cupful milk. 

Mix the same as the first recipe and, 
bake into shortcake as described. This is) 
a good recipe.for those desiring a richer 
cake. This dough also makes a good 
dessert for luncheon or dinner. 

Sweet Shortcake—For those who pre- 


fer a sweet cake the following ae 


will be found simple, wholesome and sed 
expensive: Three eggs, one cupful fine | 
granulated ; sugar, one cupful 
flour, one third cupful hot water, 
level teaspoonfuls baking power, 
tablespoonful lemon juice. 

Separate the eggs; beat the yolks until 
thick and creamy; add the salt, the lemon 
juice and half the quantity of sugar, and 
beat well; then add the remainder of the 
sugar gradually and continue beating 
until the whole is very light. Add the 
hot water and the flour and the baking 
powder which have been sifted together; 
beat well and then fold in the atiffly 
beaten whites. Pour into layer cake 
tins which have been buttered and sprin- 
kled lightly with sugar. Bake in a 
moderate oven for about 25 minutes. 
This will make two large or three small 
layers. Serve with berries and cream 
as in the preceding recipes.

At the former place, the enormous ore 
docks, all of concrete, fitted with the lat- 
est and most efficient machinery, are 
some of the largest in the world. There 
Was once a time when real estate pro- 
moters believed that a great city was 
destined to be building at some central 
point in the straits of Mackinac, at the 
apex of the lower peninsula of Michi- 
gan; land values were greatly inflated:

_umber Figures Largely 

The development of the lumber busi- 
ness reached a point which made Bay 
City the largest lumber producing cen- 
ter in the United States. Several fleets 
of vessels were engaged in the carrying 
trade, transporting lumber to all ports 
of the Great lakes, where it was manu- 
factured into building material. Slowly 
the city cwakened to the fact that 
its resourcés were being used tosupbuild 
other cities, and the business men began 
building planing mills, box factories, 
sash and door factories and other wood 
working establishments. Gradually the 
shipment of rough lumber by water’ 
ceased, and dressed lumber began mov- 
ing out by rail, a practise that is retained 
to this day. 

Bay City is an industrial center, be- 
cause of the proximity of raw materials. |

BOGOTA, Colombia--Considerable in- 
terest is ewinced here in the report cur- 
rent in the Peruvian and Brazilian Ama- 
zon ports, that Colombian forces under 


General Ortega are descending the Rio | 


Negro and apparently making for Port 
Yaucate. 

While nothing definite is learned here 
from official sources it is thought that 
General Ortega’s expedition, despite 
alarmist rumors from Manaos, js not of 
@ character unfriendly to Brazil, but that 
it is part of the government policy to 
reassert Colombian interests throughout 
the upper Amazon territory claimed by 
this country. 

The frontier disputes of this country 
with. other neighbors, Venezuéla, 
Peru, and especially Ecuador, appear to 
the fore once more. While the con- 
troversy with the first named is less 
@erioug than the rest the question of 
mavigation on the Orinoco and its afflu- 
ente is recognized to be of greater im- 
portance to this country than the upper 
Amason complications, because the 
Orinoco, through much affluents as the 
Meta, Apure, Guaviare and others, is 
the natural outlet to the sea of an 
enormous and very rich region of 
Colombia. Recently steps have been 
taken to protect Colombian sovereignty 
and transportation and agricultural in- 
terests in part of the border section and 
the press has been following up these 
moves. Interest in the Venezuelan 
border is especialJy keen at this time 
because of the strained internal situa- 
tion reported from that country and the 
revolutionary movement that was re- 
cently started clod@ to the Colombian 
border. 

Just now, however, the most acute 
phase of ‘the Colombian border disputes 
is in the direction of Ecuador, Colom- 
_bia’s ally, so-called, against Peruvian 
border claims and activities. Ecuador’s 
relations with Peru, despite two serious 
border incidents within the last few 
weeks, in which Peruvian garrisons 
were wiped out by Ecuadorian Indians, 

“appear not to have suffered severely 
enough to jeopardize the efforts of both 
to come to a final and amicable under- 
standing over the question of the Upper 
Amazon region. On the other hand, 
the relations between Colombia and 
Ecuador, until recently of the very 
closest character, amounting virtually 
to an alliance, appear to have undergone 
a change for the worse, owing to Colom- 
bian military and administrative meas- 
ures taken in the department of Narino 
for the purpose of the Peruvian advance 
which, owing to the inactivity of the 
Ecuadorians had gradually been allowed 
to*reach a point where the Colombian 
authorities saw imminent danger not 
only to the claims of Colombia but to 
territory never disputed. 

It ie especially the Coca and Aguarico 
river region, as far as the Curaray and 
including the important port of Santa 
Rosa, last year incorporated in the 
Narino department by a Colombian gov- 
ernment decree, that the Ecuadorian 
press is beginning to demand back, claim- 
ing that that territory was sieved on the 
‘atrength of the Andrade Betancourt 
treaty which was never ratified by the 
Ecuadorian Congress. 

*In ernment circles and in the press 
of this capital and the south there is 
considerable expectation as to further de- 
velopments, especially in regard to their 
bearing on the international situation 
and a possible realignment of the west 
coast nations through the military rise 
€ Bolivia.

University, who has been called into 
counse] by President Wilson in the prep- 
aration: of an administration currency 
bill, is inclined to indorse the central 
bank idea, but says its adoption at this 
time is impossible because of prejudice, 
in the minds of leading Democrats—pre- 
judices which go back to the contest of 
Andrew Jackson against the Bank of 
the United States, and which Professor 
Meeker intimates, are not founded on 
an impartial inquiry into the facts in 
the case. 

While declining to discuss his relation 
to the administration in the preparation 
of a currency bill, Professor Meeker, 
who is assistant professor of political 
economy at Princeton, talks interest- 
ingly about currency and currency leg- 
islation. As one of the American author- 
ities on that question, and as an adviser 
of President Wilson, what he says will 
have an interest in all parts of the coun- 

try. He says: ; 

- “The American people are asking 
what is the matter with our banking 
system arid the answer is ‘nothing.’ We 
have no banking system to get out of 
order. We hate an aggregation of inde- 
pendent, more or less hostile, individual 
federal banks and we have 48 aggrega- 
tions of independent competing banks 
chartered under state laws. It is a mis- 
use of terms to call this agglomeration 
of agglomerations a system. It would 
be much more accurate to denominate it 
a banking chaos. 

“The task which confronts the leaders 

wi economic thought and economic action 
this day is a work of creation—-the task 
of constructing anew a banking system 
to displace our existing banking chaos. 
Our agglomerations of independent 
banks can never give the people cheap 
and efficient bank service. 
-“It is imperative that our banks 
should be organized into a centralized, 
cooperative system with an authorita- 
tive and responsible head. Merchants, 
manufacturers, mine owners, farmers, 
bankers, brokers, public men and eco- 
nomists agree that present conditions 
are impossible, and reform must be in 
the direction of concentration of con- 
trol.. Much has been said about the in- 
alienable enmity toward a ‘central bank’ 
and ‘branch banking,’ which dwells in 
the breasts of the American people. If 
such enmity exists, it has been created 
and kept alive by the political leaders 
of the people. 

“The American people are an exceed- 
ingly meek and docile people. They have 
an extraordinary capacity for believing 
what they are told, provided the teller 
can command their faith. “The sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen,’ plans ® very prom- 
inent part in our politics. It is alleged 
that a campaign for the education of the 
public is necessary before the American 
people will be ready to accept any 
change in our present banking and cui- 
rency laws, The American people have 
had campaign of education a-plenty. 
from the panic of 1837 down through 
that of 1907. They have ever followed 
their political leaders blindly, voting 
with zeal according to the measure of 
‘the substance of things they hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen,’ which 
their leaders have been able to inspire 
within them. 


People Want Cheap Cre "it 


“The American people are not immov- 
ably opposed to a central bank or to 
branch banking. ‘They are opposed to 
decentralized, _ uncoordinated, unsys- 
tematized, irresponsible, ineflicient and 
expensive banking. The American peo- 
ple want cheap credit, safe credit, a 
credit system that will save solvent bus- 
inesses from bankruptcy in time of 
’ financial stress, and that will keep in- 
solvent borrowers out of the market so 
far as that is possible. 

“The people don't care what form the 
banking system takes, long as it 
will give them cheap and safe credit. 
They look to their political leaders to 
devise the system which will give them 
What they desire. Thus far they have 
looked in vain. Among the leaders there 
is much confusion of thought. <A vigor- 
ous campaign of education is needed for 
the benetit of the leaders, who should 
have been educated before they assumed 
to take up the responsibilities of lead- 
ership. 

“The American people will accept any 
*plan—a central bank, with or without 
branches; branch banking, without a 
central bank; a central reserve associa- 
. tion, with district associations; district 
regional assaciations or banks-—-anythng 
that will put a spine into our present 
spineless jelly-like credit structure. The 
only condition they will demand is that 
the new creation of the banking reform- 
ers shall work. 

“If it ean be shown that the new 
credit syatem will give to the business 
men of the country cheaper and safer 
credit, there will be no question about 


s0 


their accepting it. If opposition becomes 


manifest, it will emanate from the bank- 


ers Whose ‘vested rights’ to monopolistic 


‘profits might be imperiled. 
“I think the most effective system pos- 


have charge of banking legislation in 
Congress are opposed to the idea of a 
central bank, and so they have cut them- 
selves off from that possibility in seek- 
ing a solution to our banking ills. 

“The only criticism I have to make 
at this point is that the refusal to con- 
sider some form of central banking sys- 
tem seems to have been made without 
reference to the merits and demerits, pos- 
sibilities and 
form of a central banking system, but 
solely on Andrew Jacksonian grounds. 

“Since the sub-committee of the com- 
mittee on banking and currency has 
rejected both the Aldrich plan (which, 
by the way, was not a central bank 
plan), and my central bank plan, it 
becomes necessary for those political 
leaders to devise some other plan. 


Districts Planned 


“The plan now under consideration 
is to divide the country into several eco- 
nomic districts, corresponding as closely 
as possible to the natural economic divi- 
sions of the country. In each of these 
districts is to be established a ‘regional 
bank.’ The primary function of the 
‘regional bank’ is to hold for the banks 
in the district such reserves as the law 
shall not require the banks to maintain 
in cash in their vaults. 

“This will centralize control of and 
responsibility for one half to three fifths 
of the reserves in any district in the 
‘regional bank.’ This is a great improve- 
ment over the present banking law, 
which permits of many competing com- 
mercial] banks in reserves cities and cen- 
tral reserve cities, bidding for the depos- 
its of out-of-town banks. The reserves 
that are not required to be held in cash 
will all be concentrated in one central 
institution in each district, and can be 
used to strengthen any bank that is 
subjected to severe strain. The regional 
bank will stand ever ready to issue 
credit, either in the form of notes or 
balances svbject to check or draft to 
any bank in its district which can offer 
acceptable commercial paper for redis- 
count. This means that the ‘regional 
banks’ will possess the power to redis- 
count good short-time bills and the 
right to issue banknotes, backed up by 
liquid assets owned by the ‘regional 
banks.’ 

“These regional banks will hold the 
funds of the United States government 
and do the banking business of the gov- 
ernment. The necessity for unity and 
coordination in the system will be 6e- 
cured, not by a central bank, but by a 
central board of control. To illustrate: 


“If the regional banks of the Port- 
land, Ore., district should need more 
funds in order to supply the necessary 
credit to the banks of that district, it 
could apply to any regional bank in the 
country to rediscount any short-term 
commercial paper it might hold. Suppose 
the San Francisco regional bank should 
refuse to rediscount the Portland bank’s 
bills, although San Francisco at the time 
has in hand ample reserve against out- 
standing obligations. Here woukd arise 
the necessity for the exercise of a strong 
central authority in the interest of the 
whole country as over against the little, 
selfieh, short-sighted interest of tne San 
Francisco district. 

“The central board should be endowed 
with a power to compel San Francisco to 
give help to Portland if Portland can 
offer reasonably good security. Or if 
San Francisco is not able to come to the 
assistance of Portland because of insuf- 
ficient reserves, then the central board 
should have power to call upon some 
other regional bank to assist to supply 
funds to distressed Portland. . 

“The fact that the central board is to 
be given power to compel every regional 
bank to assist every other regional bank 
in time of financial stress carries with 
it the necessity on the part of the cen- 
tral board to exercise a strict super- 
vision over the transactions of regional 
banks with the local banks of their re- 
spectice district. 

“If New York district banks extend 
credit recklessly, thereby either drawing 
down their reserves deposited with the 
New York regional bank to the danger 
point, or flooding that institution with 
undesirable bills for rediscount, it would 
be the duty of the central board to issue 
a Warning in time to prevent New York 
from getting into danger and sending up 
a wild shriek for help, thereby throwing 
tne whole country into panic. 


Twenty-five Banks 


“There is no doubt in my mind that a 
series of independent regional banks 
erected in, say, 25 districts, without any 
formal connecting links whatever, would 
be immensely superior to our present 
want of system. If these 25 ‘regional 
banks’ are themselves combined by law 
into a well coordinated system by means 
of a central board of control, the results 
will be a thousand-fold better. In many 
ways such a system is superior to a cen- 
tral banking system. It establishes 25 
regional central banks. It admits of a 
different rate of discount in each of the 
districts, the rate varying as economic 


conditions vary. It would insure a better 
distribution of banknotes, while still pro-

Branch banking can 
be permitted within each district if it 
Individual banks 
should be allowed to establish branches 
in foreign countries, and if circum- 
stances require it, in domestic cities out- 
side the district in whicn the bank is 
located. 

“When the system becomes thorough- 
ly systematized it will be found very 
desirable to repeal all usury laws apply- 
ing to bank loans and all requirements 
as to reserve against deposit liabilities. 
The business of keeping individual banks 
from overbanking will be taken care of 
by the regional banks and the central 
board of control a thousand times more 
effectively than it can ever be done by a 
legal reserve requirement. 

“A legal reserve requirement is a 
nuisance and a menace, although a neces- 
sary nuisance and menace in a system- 
less system like ours. 

“Finally the regional bank plan can be 
made so efficient and attractive that all 
the states banks and trust companies 
doing a banking business will be brought 
into one unified system. ; 

“4 good many practical difficulties re- 
main to be solved... For instance: . 

“Shall the capital of the _ regional 
banks be procured by public subscription 
or by assessment upon national banks? 

“How shall the board of directors be 
chosen ? 

“Who shall make up the board of 
control? : 

“These are vitally important ques- 
tions, and the success or failure of any 
measure of banking reform depends in 
large part upon the way in which they 
are settled in the bill presented to 
Congress. 

“In his inaugural address President 
Wilson summoned ‘all honest men, all 
patriotic, all forward-looking men,’ to 
his side to counsel and sustain him. Sure- 
lv the economists of the country must 
answer this appeal and give their best 
services in an earnest effort to frame 
the best measure of banking reform ob-

Debate was opened today by Represen- 
tative Hardy for the proponents in the 
House on the western trolleys merger bill, 
Which has been reported favorably to the 
lower branch with but a single dissent- 
ing member, Representative Stevens of 
Marblehead. 

Representative Hardy of Huntington 
discussed the bill section by section, 
pointing out that under its terms the 
railroad commissioners are man- 
datory, powers over the trolley lines in 
western Massachusetts, regardless of the 
fate of the general mandatory powers 
bill. 

Mr. Haines of Medford opposed the 
bill as intended to give the New Haven 
complete monopoly of transportation in 
western Massachusetts, to be achieved 
by purchase of the present lines at more 
than their actual value, the effect of 
which will be to require the traveling 
public to pay dividends on inflated cap- 
italization. 

In most respects the bill is like that of 
Jast vear that was vetoed by Governor 
Foss. The ew Haven railroad is au- 
thorized to take over practically all the 
street railway lines centering about 
Worcester and Springtield and to operate 
them in connection with the Berkshire 
trolley svstem which the railroad al- 
‘ready controls. In return the New Ha- 
'ven is to build about 300 miles of trolley 
extensions in sparsely settled sections of 
'western Massachusetts at an estimated 
cost of about $5,000,000. 
| A new feature of the measure, ¢al- 
‘culated to meet in part the objections to 
ithe bill raised by the Governor last 
year, is a provision that the merger 
shall not take place until the railroad 
| commissione rs shall certify that the New 
'Haven is financially able to undertake 
ithe construction work proposed.
